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Naval Aviation: Its Growth and Future

HE progress of na- 
T val science has made 

rapid strides with- 
in the memory of those 
who are to-day actively 
engaged in administering 
the naval establishment. 
In this brief span has 
come the general appli- 
cation of steam propul- 
sion, to be followed in 
our latter day by electric 
drive for capital ships; 
the race of armor versus 
armament has run apace; 
the science of gunnery 
has developed within the 
past few decades with 
strides that are only 
comparable with the past 
few hundred years. Ord- 
nance has been pressed 
to keep pace with the 
skill of the gunners, and 
they in turn have been 
outstripped and urged 
WP onward by perfection of 
material. The submarine 
has been brought forth 
and found an undisputed 
place in naval warfare, 
and the torpedoboat with 
its immediate answer, 
the destroyer, has al- 
tered the complexion of 
sundry tactical princi- 
ples. 

It is therefore fitting 
and timely that, in this 
rush of development, the 
airplane should make its 
appearance as a new step 
in advance along the lines 
of naval defense. And 
the schooling of the past 
half century in adapting 
to modern usage the 
products of scientific and 
inventive genius has 
paved the way for rapid 
constructive application 
of aircraft to naval 
needs. 


Only Ten Years Old. 
QCARCELY more than 


country. And in this 
decade just past the lat- 
ter two or three years 
have been most signifi- 
cant. In the early days 
of naval aviation little 
more was required of 
planes or pilots than that 
they fly. The most ardent 
advocates of the uses 
to which aircraft might 
lend themselves went no 
further than to point out 
advantages of scouting 
and observation. The 
problem of fitting them 
to the many uses of the 
present was scarcely 
dreamed %9f by the men 
who gave’ their time and 
talents, and even their 
lives, to the work of de- 
veloping naval aviation. 

The outbreak of the 
World War brought to a 
focus the talent engaged 
in the development of 
naval aircraft, but the 
very nature of the emer- 
gency was such as to con- 
fine aviation development 
within restricting lines. 
The outstanding problem 
of the war on the sea 
was the combatting of 
the submarine menace, 
and to this end scouting 
and bombing planes were 
brought forth to operate 
against enemy subma- 
rines.

definite reality. 

The last war, coming 
almost on the heels of 
the invention of the air- 
Plane, quickly developed 
the possibilities of de 
fense and attack from 
the air. 

The lessons that were 
learned have been indel- 
ibly stamped on the con- 
Sciousness of every think- 
ing man, and the 
realization has come that 
We must take our place 
in_the forefront of aero-

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Twenty-Five Year Bill 
Revised and Introduced 


HE referendum vote taken through the 

ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL on the 

proposition for retiring enlisted men 
after twenty-five years’ service has brought 
out many suggestions, objections and rec- 
ommendations from those most intimately 
concerned, and Representative Hamilton 
Fish of New York, having been made ac- 
quainted with these constructive sugges- 
tions by the ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL, 
has drawn up and introduced (on Vec. 14) 
a new measure. 

This bill (H.R. 13418) does not prom- 
ise $100 a month to the seventh grade 
(private) on the retired list, but it does 
increase appreciably the pay of all grades 
of enlisted retired men, and preserves for 
those who had war and foreign service in 
enlistments prior to August, 1912, the 
double time credits earned. The bill in- 
troduced on Dec. 14 follows: 

H.R. 13418, Mr. Fish.—For retirement of all 
enlisted men who have served honorably in the 
U.S. Army as herein provided. 

Be it enacted, etc., That hereafter all en- 
listed men who have served honorably in the 
U.S. Army may be retired at the expiration of 
twenty-five years’ service, and that the retired 
pay wil! be increased $30 above the present rate 
of retirements; that is, for first, second, third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, and seventh grade. 

In order to create a fund toward this rate 
of retirement all enlisted men will pay a 1 
per cent. deduction from their monthly pay. 

Nothing in this bill shall be construed to re- 
duce the retired pay of enlisted men in order 
to make a twenty-five year retirement law. 

Those with service in the Navy and Marine 
Corps will count their service toward twenty- 
five-year retirement from the Army, but must 
have at least five years in the Army previous 
to date of retirement. 

Nothing in this bill will take away credit 
now due enlisted men toward retirement as 
provided by law. 

The pay (including present retired al- 
lowances) of the different enlisted grades 
under the above proposed measure would 
be as follows:

The introduction of another bill (H.R. 
13418) by Representative Fish of New 
York will in no way change the referen- 
dum vote on the subject that is being taken 
by the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL. It igs 
apparent that both bills will be amended 
in the Military Committee, but this does 
not affect the importance of having an 
expression from as many as possible of the 
enlisted men on the question as to whether 
they are willing to have a deduction made 
from their pay to increase the rate of re- 
tired pay. 

As shown by the statements from Chair- 
man Wadsworth of the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs appearing in the Wash- 
ington Letter, even friends of the Army 
in Congress are slow to believe that a de- 
duction from their pay would not create 
dissatisfaction among enlisted men of the 
Army. The ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL is 
anxious to have as free and full an ex- 
pression upon the subject as possible to be 
presented to Congress when the legislation 
comes up for consideration. 

One thing is certain: There is greater 
interest at the Capitol at this time in the 
matter of twenty-five-year retirement than 
at any other time in the ten years or more 
that this shortened term of active enlisted 
service has been urged upon the national 
legislators, and where life exists action 
may be hoped for. 


ANNUAL REPORT 
U.S. MARINE CORPS. 


M4. GEN. COMMANDANT JOHN A. 
LEJEUNE, U.S.M.C., in his annual 

report for the fiscal year of 1 states 

that all branches of the military and naval 

services except the Marine Corps have 

coon some system of eliminating the 

inefficient, and goes on to say: 

Elimination. 


‘THE Marine Corps still adheres to the 
system of examinations adopted in 
1892. Prior to that time officers were pro- 


moted without examination. Ther» can be 
no question of the beneficial resutts of leg- 


islation requiring examinations _prelimi- 
nary to promotion. It has caused u great 
guickening of interest on the part of offi- 
cers in the study of their profession, and 
has caused the elimination of the physic- 
ally and morally unfit. It bag failed, how- 
ever, to bring about the eliminatiun of the 
professionally inefficient. 

“This failure is due to the weakness of 
human nature. Examining bowrds wil] not 
wholly discharge officers of !ouz service, 
even though they be professionally ineffi- 
cient. ‘This fact has already been recog- 
nized by the Army and Navy, and the 
efficiency of the Marine Corps demands 
that it, too, should secure a modification 
of its present system. Proposed legisla- 
tion to effect the desired change is now 
being drafted and when completed it will 
be submitted to the Secretary of the Navy.” 

General Lejeune deals with the admin- 
istration and numerous activities of the 
corps at home and abroad, and states that 
for the fiscal year 1922 the Marine Corps 
was limited to an average enlisted strength 
of 21,000, and the appropriations for the 
current fiscal year provide for an average 
commissioned strength of 1,000, and an 
average enlisted strength of 19,500, exclu- 
sive of the Marine Band. This has necessi- 
tated material reductions in many of our 
stations at home and abroad, and in some 
instances the complete withdrawal of de- 
tachments. 

Other extracts from the report follow: 


Recruiting. 
HE recruiting service has done excel- 
lent work in procuring men of the de- 
sired standard and has effected substantial 
economies by a reduction of its working 
force, the judicious use of certain forms of 
advertising, and the curtailment of expen- 
sive rentals by discontinuing offices here- 
tofore located in privately owned build- 
ings and removing them to government- 
owned buildings. The number of officers 
and men on recruiting duty has been re- 
duced from about 800 to 433, and about 
$150,000 has been saved in rentals, tele- 
grams and telephone calls, contract prices 
for meals and lodging, etc, over the 
amount expended for the same purposes 

during the preceding year. 

Operations. 
OBILIZATION and operation plans 
for the corps in the event of war have 
been formulated, plans for the defense of 
areas garrisoned by the corps have been 
drawn up, and the carrying out of those 
plans has been under the supervision of 
this section. In this work of planning 
for eventualities in case of war close liai- 
son has been maintained with the plans 
division of the office of Naval Operations. 
Studies have been made of numerous spe- 
cial problems confronting the Marine Corps 
which pertain to its organization, and rec- 
ommendations for action based on those 

studies have been made. 

The section of intelligence has estab- 
lished a system of periodical intelligence 
reports, following: approved forms, from 
marine organizations serving in foreign 
countries. It has collated and compiled 
information of military value of all places 
where it is probable that Marine Corps 
forees may be called on to serve. It has 
kept close liaison with the office of Naval 
Intelligence and with the Military Intelli- 
gence Section of the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff. 

Marine Corps Reserve. 

HE strength of the Marine Corps Re- 

serve on June 30, 1922, was 446 officers 
and 1,110 enlisted men, all of whom were 
inactive with the exception of six officers 
undergoing training. Since the date of 
the armistice 87 per cent. of the officers 
and 90 per cent. of the enlisted men have 
been demobilized by discharge from an in- 
active status and total demobilization will 
have been effected by Nov. 11, 1922. i 


CHIEF OF CHAPLAINS, U.S.A., 
ISSUES ANNUAL REPORT. 
Co. JOHN T. AXTON, U.S.A., Chief 
of Chaplains, has rendered his annual 
report for the fiseal year ended June 30, 
1922. The following are extracts from the 
report :

Some Vital Statistics. 


DURING the year 3,412 masses were 

celebrated by Roman Catholic chap- 
lains with 285,508 participants ; there were 
5,562 morning and 3,942 evening services 
conducted by chaplains of evangelical faith 
with a total attendance of 999,326; at 127 
stations 4,790 Sunday school sessions were 
held with 185,696 teachers and Bible stu- 
dents; Bible classes, other than those of- 
fered in Sunday schools, were held at 
thirty-six stations with 15,828 men mak- 
ing a special study of the Word of God. 
Exclusive of daily masses and private de- 
votions of chaplains 1,024 week-day ser- 
vices were conducted with an attendance 
of 44,354. Special moral training lec- 
tures were delivered on 486 different occa- 
sions. Chaplains officiated at 1,401 mar- 
riages, 942 baptisms and 1,158 funerals, 
in addition to the reinterments of bodies 
brought from overseas. 

These figures do not include the vast 
amount of religious work done by volun- 
teers, the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, the Jewish Welfare Board and civil- 
inn priests and ministers, nor do they in- 
clude the unusual effort made at Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. 

Co-operation. 


HE co-operation of priests, rabbis, cler- 

gymen and welfare workers, individu- 
ally and through their respective organiza- 
tions, has continued and has been very ef- 
fective. The Jewish Welfare Board, the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, the 
Knights of Columbus and the American 
Red Cross have worked with and through 
the chaplains and at places for which no 
chaplains were available. 


CAN NEVER REPLACE HORSE 
AND MULE, SAYS PERSHING. 


GE. JOHN J. PERSHING praised the 
service of the horse in the Army in 
an address given at the annual dinner of 
the Horse Association of America in Chi- 
cago during the International Live Stock 
Exposition. 

“There will never be anything,” he de- 
clared, “that can take the place of the 
horse and the Army mule in warfare. If 
we had had more horses in the World War 
we might have done a great deal better 
than we did. There were occasions when 
the Cavalry had opportunities that we 
knew how to take advantage of, but could 
not because we did not have horses. 
believe the horse is coming back into his 


own. 

“It’s the old mule that is the most reli- 
able thing in the Army. You can pack 
him, drive him, ride him, starve him, beat 
him and neglect him-—do all sorts of things 
to him that you can’t do to an automobile 
—and he is always there as long as he has 
four legs to stand on.” 

Brig. Gen. George Van H. Moseley, U. 
S.A., commander of the 6th Corps Area, 
also discussed the use of the horse, drafter 
and mule in war. He said that polo was 
continued in the Army, not for the sport 
or the exercise, but to develop action and 
soldierly qualities in the men. 

The Horse Association of America is 
organized for the purpose of encouraging 
the use and production of horses and 
mules. 


NEW RADIO EQUIPMENT 
FOR REGIMENTS OF INFANTRY. 


‘THE Signal Corps of the U.S. Army is 

making a study in the development of a 
tube set to replace the S.C.R.-105 spark 
set, which is now being issued to Infantry 
regiments and brigades. 

It is also believed advisable to train In- 
fantry communication personnel in the 
use of continuous wave telegraph sets. 
Arrangements have been made with the 
Chief Signal Officer of the Army to pro- 
vide this equipment to Infantry regiments 
of radio telegraph sets, type 8.C.R. 79-A, 
one set to be issued to each regiment sta- 
tioned in the same post or camp and two 
to each of the other regiments. 

The latter is a transmitting and receiv- 
ing radio telegraph set with a wave length 
range of 500 to 1,100 meters, and consists 
of an inductively coupled vacuum tube os- 
cillator circuit for transmitting and a 
vacuum tube detector and two-stage ampli- 
fier cirenit for receiving. 
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Abolishing Reports 
From Retired Office 


FFECTIVE the first of the jeg 
monthly reports for retired Army off 
cers will be abolished. Under th 

new policy of the War Department, retire 
officers will be required to make only ap. 
nual reports to the War Department anf 
report change of address. They will jy 
required also to report their address anj 
change of address to the corps area cop. 
manders. 

Like active and Reserve officers, retired 
officers are expected to keep in touch with 
corps area commanders. It would 
through the corps area commanders that 
they would be ordered to active duty jy 
the event of an emergency. It has beg 
decided that monthly reports from retire 
officers serve no useful purpose and mage 
additional. work in the department. Cards 
for the annual reports to the War Depart 
ment are now being distributed. 
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FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF 
RETIRED ARMY OFFICERS 


ONSIDERABLE pressure is __ being 

brought to bear upon Congress for the 
passage of the Edge bill (S. 3669) for th 
advancement of retired officers of the Army 
on account of their service in the Worl 
War. The bill does not increase the py 
and allowances of retired officers. If th 
docket of Congress is not jammed te 
ward the close of the session it stands: 
good chance of passage before Congress 
adjourns. The Edge bill gives retired off 
cers of the World War the same recogni- 
tion that was given to those of the Civil 
War. With certain amendments, it has 
been recommended by the Secretary of 
War, who strongly urges its passage. 

The following is the form in which it 
has been recommended to Congress by th 
Secretary of War: 

That the President of the United States 
and he is hereby authorized to nominate, ani 
by and with advice and consent of the Senate, 
to appoint any commissioned officer of th 
Army, not above the grade of colonel wh 
served in the Army of the United States i 
the World War, whose service has been credit 
able and who has been or may hereafter } 
retired according to law, to an advanced grad 
on the retired list at the highest grade hell 
by him during the World War; provided thi 
no officer shall thus be promoted who wi 
demoted prior to Nov. 11, 1918, for any othe 
cause than physical; and further provided 
that any officer so advanced on the retired lis 
shall have pay and allowance of his grade of 
retirement and that no increase of pay ané 
allowance whatsoever shall result from thd 
provisions of this act.

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ARMY DEPENDS NOT UPON ONE ARM 
ALONE. 


To THE EDITOR: 


RAINING Regulations being issued by 


the War Department in loose leaf form 
under Methods of War, at the beginning 
of the regulations make these statements: 
“Whatever auxiliary methods are employed 
ne the final method is the physical 
encounter with bullet and bayonet—the 
human element is the decisive one.”’ And 
again: “The Infantry is the basic arm and 
upon its success depends the success ofthe 
Army. All other branches are organized, 
equipped, and trained to assist the Infan- 
try in its needs, functions and methods of 
war.” 

The bullet and bayonet, you will remem- 
ber, are the weapons of the Infantry. These 
extracts are, apparently, intended to extol 
the Infantry and give the impression that 
all other branches are organized, etc., sim- 
ply to assist them. 

Of course, the final method is the phys- 
jeal one. That is true in all lines of 
physical endeavor, and warfare is nothing 
but an organized physical fight. But these 
extracts give a wrong impression. Let us 
compare corresponding statements in some 
other lines of human endeavor. 


As in Engineering, Banking, Railroading. 


OULDN’T it sound ridiculous to start 

a treatise on engineering: “The final 
method is the physical one and the day 
laborer and mechanic are the basic em- 
ployees.. The engineers may plan, draughts- 
men may make computations, the managing 
engineer may arrange his concrete plant, 
his dredges, his hoisting engines, his tram- 
ways, but the man who handles the pick 
and shovel, or operates the hoisting engine 
is the one on whose success the work de- 
pends, and the capitalist, the engineer, the 
clerk, the machinist, etc., are all trained to 
help him.” Or, if we read a treatise on 
banking, which opens: ““The paying and re- 
ceiving teller are the final word in bank- 
ing. All other officers and employees of a 
bank have as their primary function to as- 
sist the tellers in paying out and taking in 
money. The final criterion of success in 
any bank is how much more is taken 
in than paid out, and upon the success of 
the paying teller in paying less than the 
receiving teller takes in depends the suc- 
cess of the bank.” Or, 

A work on railroading: “The people who 
control the physical movement of passen- 
gers and freight are the most important 
part of the organization; the human ele- 
ment is the decisive one. The man who 
pulls the throttle on the locomotive, the 
fireman who keeps up the steam, the con- 
ductor who manages the train, and his 
brakeman, or flagman, are the basic part 
of the system. The man who designs, builds 
and maintains the tracks, bridges and 
buildings, the man who solicits and obtains 
business, the president and his subordinate 
managers are all organized and trained 
with a view to making the trains run, and 
hence furnishing transportation, which is 
actually done by the train and engine 
crews. Without them we would have no 
transportation and no railroad,” 
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Co-operation Necessary. 


HESE illustrations sound foolish, but 
oper they compare to the statements quoted. 
s th They are true to the same extent also, but 
, J@gwhat an inverted idea they give! The In- 
fantryman who fights with a bullet and 
bayonet corresponds to the laborer and me- 
; Jingghanic on an engineering job. He forms 
signajthe most numerous class. his work as a 
Thisa Vhole is the most important, he actually 
performs the physical act for which the 
entire organization is formed, but, individ- 
ually, he is the least important man in the 
organization and the one easiest to replace, 
because less intellectual effort is required— 
his is the physical encounter with bullet 
and bayonet. His progress is trifling with- 
out the co-operation of the rest of the 
organization. 
As to other branches being organized to 
‘Mit the Infantry methods of fighting, that is 
almost putting the cart before the horse. 
It is at least questionable. The Infantry- 
man is organized to fight with the equip- 
ment and weapons given him by the ord- 
lance, gas service, etc. His fighting is 
maimed largely to overcome the resistance 
54 offered by the Artilleryman, the Engineer, 
- the Cavalryman, the gas service, etc. He 
arranges his fight so as not to exceed the 
transportation and food facilities afforded 
by the Q.M. and the road builder. If the 
Infantryman didn’t alter his methods as 
istermined by the other branches, he would 
still be fighting with a bloody club and a 
stone axe. And even if he were perfectly 
equipped in the modern way and then left 
ne to fight a real army, he would quickly 
forget all his basic and physical encounter 
tuff, and call for help. 


MM Infantry, Though Numerous, Not the Center. 


HE.statement that all arms are organ- 
ized, ete., to assist Infantry is also

the Ordnance Department make cannon as 
well as bullets and bayonets? Doesn’t an 
air man bomb a quartermaster train also? 
Is a mustard shell exploded only among 
Infantrymen? The fact is that all branches 
are absolutely necessary to modern war- 
fare. The old illustration about the human 
body is apt. Can you pick out the heart, 
or the digestive system, or the lungs, or the 
liver, or the head, as the most important? 
Without any one there is death. Without 
any branch there is failure. 

‘While we ordinarily start with Infantry 
in computing the size of the different parts 
of the Army, that is only a convenient way 
of doing it, and we can’t really decide on 
them until we know all the work they have 
to do. If no one had anything to do but 
look after the Infantry, we could reduce 
all auxiliary branches. We start our com- 
putations with Infantry because they are 
the largest in number and it is more con- 
venient. We could start with Artillery, 
for example, and find out how many Infan- 
try correspond, how many Cavalry, etc., 
but it would be inconvenient. 


All Branches Should be Recognized. 


BRING this up because there is, ap- 

parently, an influence in our Army 
which desires to raise the Infantry at the 
expense of the other arms. It has been 
conspicuous for ten years at least until one 
hears among officers everywhere that the 
Infantry is “in the saddle.” A man to be- 
come a general officer, for example, must, 
according to popular belief in the Army, 
be of greater merit to become one from 
some, at least, of the branches other than 
the Infantry, or at least he must be in 
favor with the Infantry.

There is much talk 
of low morale among the officers in the 
Army. Isn’t this one of the reasons? 

I do not want to underestimate the In- 
fantry or deny them their just proportion 
of rewards. It must be kept efficient at all 
costs, and it is hard now to get enough 
good officers to go into it. But I want to 
see all branches properly recognized, to see 
merit rewarded, wherever it is, and to see 
a stop put to this talk of the greater im- 
portance of the Infantry, which seems to 
have official sanction.

AVAL aviation in its present status 

reflects a full appreciation of the fore- 
going principles. he development of a 
well-rounded naval force under the Arms 
Treaty imposes a duty toward ourselves 
to provide for aircraft at sea in the fleet, 
so that they may adequately and efficiently 
serve the main body. And this is the part 
that naval aviation is playing in the neces- 
sary measures for national defense. Air- 
craft in the fleet as an integral part of it 
is the only answer to the naval air prob- 
lem, and no other means of air defense 
can fulfil the peculiar needs of the situa- 
tion. 

If the time ever comes when the Navy 
must stand between the country and for- 
eign aggression, that stand will be made 
not in the shadow of the coast line, but a 
thousand miles at sea, and the air forces 
of the naval commander-in-chief will be a 
vital part of the battle organization. 

This conception of the scope of naval 
aviation has been of comparatively recent 
origin. The past few years have seen the 
actual adaptation of aircraft to shipboard 
use. Previous to that time the naval air 
station on the coast line was the nearest 
approach to incorporation of aviation 
wits into the active fleet organization. 
But the day is now at hand when the air 
station will be to naval aviation units 
what the navy yard is to the battleship, a 
base for reconditioning and overhaul. 
Naval aviation will be found at sea work- 
ing as a co-operative unit of the fleet or- 
ganization, supplying a service of air de- 
fense by combat planes, information by 
scouts, fire control by spotting planes, and 
new methods of attack by bombing and 
torpedo planes. 





Developments in the War. 


HILE developments in naval aviation 

during the World War were directed 
toward the achievement of ultimate vic- 
tory, and the naval problem centered 
around the submarine, the solution of this 
problem, from the standpoint of aviation, 
was productive of a mass of information 
regarding the possibilities of aircraft at 
sea. And the application of this informa- 
tion toward the development of naval avia- 
tion in a larger sense followed on the 
heels of the Armistice. 

In the latter days of the war the NC 
type of flying boat was brought forth for 
long distance scouting and bombing oper- 
ations. This craft was designed to carry 
comparatively heavy armament in the 
form of bombs and guns and was to have 
a long cruising radius to cover the sub- 


‘ develops that the group in the House 
who suggested the Begg resolution (H. 

J. Res. 414) for the investigation of 
the retired pay for the six Services took 
this action without consulting Chairman 
Wadsworth or the leaders of the Senate.

marine infested waters of western Europe. 
This war effort was directly productive 
of the first -trans-Atlantic flight in the 
NC-4 in May, 1919, for it was only neces- 
sary to replace the armament of the plane 
with additional fuel to make possible the 
successful ocean passage. 

The post-war effort of naval aviation 
has centered around the project of sup- 
plying a service of offense and defense in 
the air to fleet operations at sea and the 
impetus of development received during 
the war period has carried this effort 
through to the larger conception. 


Developments in the Last Year. 


‘THE ability of seaplanes to keep pace 

with the fleet in its movements was 
demonstrated in the sending of air squad- 
rons with the battleships to southern wa- 
ters for the annual maneuvers immediate- 
ly following the Armistice, and the passage 
of a squadron of planes from San Diego to 
Panama and another squadron from Phil- 
adelphia to Cuba and then across the 
Caribbean sea to Colon, early in 1920 were 
notable examples of the mobility of these 
units. But these achievements antedated 
by only a short time the advent of the 
spotting plane as a practical method of 
the control and direction of battleship gun- 
fire and the perfection of the torpedo plane 
as a new offensive aerial weapon. 

The need for aircraft as an integral part 
of the offensive and defensive organization 
of the battleship, however, was really sup- 
plied with the development of the turn- 
table catapult and the satisfactory answer 
to the problem of creating a mobile naval 
air force hinged on the development of the 
aircraft carrier. The past year has seen 
both of these important advances in naval 
aviation make their appearance in the 
fleet. 

For several years the launching of planes 
into the air from the deck of a ship pre- 
sented a baffling problem. Launching plat- 
forms which could be placed on turret 
tops were tried and proved unsatisfactory ; 
the main objection to this solution being 
that it was necessary to alter the course 
of the ship in order to provide for launch- 
ing the plane into the wind, except in the 
happy circumstance of a head wind. With 
the catapult, which has now been per- 
fected and installed on two of the battle- 
ships, the plane may take off from the 
deck without regard to the course on 
which the ship is headed. 


Planes for Every Ship. 


PLANS for the future contemplate the 
placing of these launching devices on 
all capital ships and every battleship will 


be provided with fast combat and scout- 
ing planes which may be sent into the air 
at the first indication of impending battle. 
Equipped with means for communicating 
by radio, they will go forth to secure and 
report information of enemy forces; they 
will act as a defensive outpost against the 
attack of enemy bombing or torpedo planes, 
and when the fleets join in battle they will 
hover over the line of fire directing the 
salvos of the parent ship. 

But the aerial phase of future naval en- 
gagements will not be determined by the 
few planes that can be carried by fighting 
ships. These will simply provide means 
for carrying on the fundamental require- 
ments of a fleet. The larger part of the 
aerial fighting force will be found on the 
aircraft carriers, specially constructed 
ships which will in effect be mobile air 
bases carrying a full complement of naval 
planes to meet every contingency of battle. 
They will be capable of sustained high 
speeds and will be equipped with every 
facility for the stowage, overhaul and re- 
pair of aircraft. From their decks will be 
launched flights of torpedo planes, squad- 
rons of bombers, scouting seaplanes and 
combat planes with definite missions to 
perform in response to the orders of the 
commander-in-chief, who must be secure 
in the knowledge that he is freed of men- 
ace from the air in order to press for the 
ultimate decision on the sea. 


Dreams of the Enthusiasts. 


‘THE rush of post-war development in 
aircraft brought with it a class of en- 
thusiasts whose claims for aviation out- 
stripped the bounds of good judgment. The 
proposition was advanced that the air- 
plane had sounded the death-knell of the 
battleship, that navies had been rendered 
innocuous and impotent, and that to place 
dependence in. surface craft for defense 
against aggression was to court national 
disaster. In these arguments we may rec- 
ognize, by mature reflection, the repetition 
of past agitations of a similar nature. 
The submarine was at one time heralded 
as an invincible mistress of the seas; the 
torpedo boat and destroyer had their cham- 
pions who pointed to the futility of chal- 
lenging the new conqueror; gas warfare 
was to be a final answer to the prosecu- 
tion of war by human agencies, and the 
airplanes of an army sealed the fate of 
the infantry. All of this has been assert- 
ed in turn, and more, for the radical view- 
point from which any new development is 
seen will always find expression, and this 
expression will, for the moment, strike a 
responsive chord in the imagination. 
But submarines or torpedoes, gas or 
airplanes, notwithstanding, the backbone

Wadsworth Discusses the Fish Bills. 


ASKED as to what his attitude would 

be towards either of the Fish bills, 
which provide for a deduction from the 
pay of enlisted men to increase the rate of 
retired pay, the Senator declared that he 
must give the matter more thought before 
he would commit himself. 

“I am not yet convinced,” said Senator 
Wadsworth, “that the enlisted men would 
be satisfied with a deduction from their 
pay, although the referendum vote of the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL appears to show 
a great deal of sentiment in the Army for 
the support of the proposition. -I fear 
that after it was put into effect the Fish 
bill would prove unpopular with enlisted 
men in the lower grades. 

“The Fish bills present a number of 
complicated questions. To begin with, 
both of the bills are mere declarations in 
favor of a sort of an industrial insurance. 
It would be necessary to rewrite both of 
them in order to get them into form of a 
law that would be enforceable. 

“Here is the question that has been sug- 
gested to me. Has the Government the 
right to deduct part of an enlisted man’s 
pay if he should object? Would not one 
objection from a single enlisted man upest 
the whole systerx?. Men of two or three 
terms of enlistment could see the wisdom 
of the plan, but how about some young 
—- who was in the Army for a single 
term ‘ 
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“However, I am not ready to commit 
myself on the Fish bill, or any legislation 
along this line, until I have given it a 
thorough investigation. This is one rea- 
son why it might be wise to create a spe- 
cial committee to go into the entire sub- 
ject of retired pay for officers and enlisted 
men of all of the Services.” 


Mr. Fish and 25-Year Retirement. 


REPRESENTATIVE FISH of New 

York, who has introduced a second 
bill (H.R. 13418) for the retirement of 
enlisted men with twenty-five years’ ser- 
vice, has written a letter to the Secretary 
of War asking for a report upon the sub- 
ject. His new bill, as indicated by its 
text published in another column, provides 
for an increase of $30 a month above the 
present rate of retirement in all of the 
grades of enlisted men. 

In his first bill the minimum retired 
pay would be $100 per month for all 
grades excepting the first; the first would 
remain the same. In both bills it is pro- 
vided that a deduction of one per cent. of 
the monthly pay of all enlisted men should 
be made to create a fund to provide for the 
increase in the rate of retired pay. 

In the opinion of Mr. Fish, the one per 
cent. deduction would be sufficient to pro- 
vide the difference between the present 
rate of pay and the one that is proposed 
in the second bill. He now thinks that 
one per cent. is not sufficient to carry out 
the provisions of his first bill for a mini- 
mum of $100 retired pay for all enlisted 
men. Mr. h has given considerable 
thought to the matter, but he is not fully 
convinced that he is competent to deter- 
mine just what deduction will be required 
in the pay of enlisted men to make up the

Trained Personnel Necessary. 


A TRAINED and efficient personnel to 
carry on the work of naval aviation 
development is of even greater importance 
than the material requirements demanded, 
for the latter must be supplied by the for- 
mer, and the quality of material will in- 
evitably reflect the capabilities of per- 
sonnel. 

As the scope of naval aviation has 
broadened, the standards have risen and 
the requirements for effieient service have 
multiplied. It has been stated that in the 
early days of naval aviation little more 
wag required of planes than that they fly. 
It may further be said that little more 
was required of pilots. This in itself was 
no mean achievement, but the growth of 
aviation reflects the growth of those indi- 
viduals who have given their talents and 
abilities in the interest of aviation devel- 
opment, and naval aviation development 
has called for a highly trained and spe- 
cialized knowledge of naval needs. 

The training of the naval aviator must 
be based on a knowledge of the sea and of 
ships which form the backbone of the 
Navy, otherwise naval aviation cannot at- 
tain to a full measure of usefulness. With 
this end in view, the policy has been 
evolved- which requires of student pilots 
that they serve at least three years in the 
fleet after graduation from the Naval 
Academy before they are eligible for flight 
training. This wise provision takes cogni- 
zance of the fact that the men who take 
the air from the deck of a battleship or 
airplane carrier are an integral part of 
the naval organization and as such must 
have a full knowledge of the workings of 
the organization which they serve. 

The aerial scout must be grounded in 
strategy and tactics if he would be an 
efficient aid to the commander-in-chief ; 
the aerial spotter must have a thorough 
understanding of the principles of naval 
gunnery if he is to work in harmony with 
the fire control organization; and likewise 
the pilot of the torpedo plane and the 
bomber must-know the vulnerability and 
defensive capabilities of his target. All 
of this is aside from the fact that the base 
of operations for the naval aviator is the 
ship—his home and his workshop, and 
thorough familiarity with it is essential. . 


difference between the present and the pro- 
posed rate of retirement for enlisted men. 


Report by War Department in January. 


LTHOUGH no formal report has been 

made by the War Department on 
cither of the Fish bills, and will not until 
early in January, considerable thought has 
been given to the matter. Some very in- 
teresting facts have been brought out in 
studying the pay of retired enlisted men. 
A shark on figures states that the average 
pay of retired enlisted men at present is 
$92.70. Under the second bill just intro- . 
duced by Mr. Fish the average would be 
around $122.70. 

This would seem to be improbable, if the 
grades in which enlisted men have been 
retired were not taken into consideration. 
The further fact that the pay bill increased 
the pay of retired enlisted men, while it 
did not affect the pay of retired officers, 
brings up the average. This computation 
is based on the number of men that were 
on the retired list as of Nov. 29, when the 
total was 5,964. There were 1,072 in the 
first grade, 2,577 in the second grade, 600 
in the third grade, 1,126 in the fourth 
grade, 126 in the fifth grade, 390 in the 
sixth grade and only 73 in the seventh 
grade. 

A perusal of these figures will show that 
about 62 per cent. of the retired enlisted 
men are in the first and grades. 
Assuming that enlisted men in the future 
will retire in the same grades, increase 
in the retired pay by either of the Fish 
bills will not be as great as generally sup-

as Pulitzer Minimum 


T a meeting of the contest committee 
of the National Aeronautic Associa- 
tion in Washington this week the de- 

tails of next year’s Pulitzer Cup race were 
discussed. Comdr. Jerome Hunsaker, U.S. 
N., Bureau of Aeronautics, told the com- 
mittee that in tests in England it had been 
established that the human system cannot 
withstand the strain of a turn in which 
the centrifugal force is greater than four 
times gravity. This is caused by the heart 
action being insufficient to force the blood 
to the brain when this great force has been 
experienced. 

nasmuch as a violent turn of 90 degrees 

at a speed of approximately 200 miles an 
hour causes a centrifugal force of approx- 
imately three times gravity, it was felt 
that the danger line was being approached 
to such an extent that a double pylon turn 
was essential for the safety of the pilot. 
Therefore, it was decided that the distance 
and pylon arrangement of the course for 
next year’s race should be a total length of 
200 kilometers, with four laps around a 
50-kilometer equilateral triangle, using two 
pylons at the turns instead of one, assur- 
ing a wide turn. 

It was also decided to have a single basis 
for the minimum factor of safety for mon- 
oplanes and biplanes, and seven and a 
half was decided as a satisfactory factor 
of safety for all parts of the planes. 

The maximum landing speed, after due 
consideration, was decided upon at 75 
miles an hour limit. being the same that 
was used at the 1922 Pulitzer races. How- 
ever, the minimum high speed under which 
a plane could enter the race was increased 
to 175 miles an hour. In other words, a 
plane not capable of flying faster than 175 
miles an hour, or nearly three miles a 
minute, is not fast enough to maintain its 
position in the race. 

A restriction was placed on the contest- 
ants, in that they must retain the landing 
gears originally used. While retractable 
landing gears will be allowed, no contest- 
ant will be permitted to drop his landing 
gear after once taking the air. 

After the experiences at Omaha in 1921 
and at Detroit in 1922 it was the consen- 
sus of opinion among the committee that 
the courses to be flown should be over 
water if possible. 

The Navy was represented at the meet- 
ing by Comdr. J. C. Hunsaker and Comdr. 
M. A. Mitscher, the Marine Corps Avia- 
tion Section by Col. T. C. Turner, and the 
Army Air Servicce bv Maj. Horace M.

Rader, Capt. St. Clair Street, Lieut. A. J. 
Maitland (winner of the second Pulitzer 
race at Detroit), and Lieut. T. J. Koenig. 

While the location of the contest for the 
Pulitzer Cup race for 1 has not been 
decided upon, a sub-committee was ap- 
pointed to view localities considered de- 
sirable to conduct the races. and represen- 
tatives of the Army and Navy Air Ser- 
vices will send their representatives on the 
tour of inspection with the National Aero- 
nautic Association committee.

SECRETARY DENBY REPORTS ON 
FIVE POWER NAVAL SCRAPPING. 


N a special report submitted by the Sec- 

retary, of the Navy Denby to the House 
of Representatives Dec. 19, relative to 
what the several nations signing the five 
power naval treaty have done towards 
scrapping warships under the terms of the 
agreement, it is shown that Japan has 
not scrapped as many ships as Great 
Britain and the United States, but has 
kept in condition ships marked for de- 
struction. 

Mr. Denby in noting the lagging in na- 
val scrapping by Japan gives the follow- 
ing explanation thereof: “The Japanese 
Ministry of Marine has stated that while 
work preliminary to scrapping will be 
done, the hulls will not be broken up or 
sunk until the treaties have been ratified 
by all the powers.” 

The report of the Secretary dealing 
witlr the scrapping of warships by the five 
powers, says:

Secretary Denby stated that it has been 
his purpose “to prevent the recurrence of 
such incidents and that in the future what- 
ever steps are necessary will be taken to 
see that such incidents do not occur.” 


OCTOBER EXAMINATION RESULTS 
TO BE KNOWN IN JANUARY. 


XAMINATIONS were held in the vari-

Cases Still Pending 
Before Dickman Board 


LTHOUGH the Dickman board closed 
the door on new cases, applications 
have been forwarded this week to the 

War Department by officers who desire dis. 
charge with a year’s pay. These come 
from demoted officers who have changeq 
their minds as to the desirability of a com- 
mission in lower grades. The board ceased 
to take up such cases on Dec. 9. It was 
necessary to do this in order to work out 
the details of the reduction which must go 
into effect on Dec. 31. 

The Adjutant General’s Department, it 
is stated, is experiencing considerable diffi- 
culty in "getting in touch with officers who 
have been demoted. In some cases the con- 
fidential orders for the retirement or dis 
charge of officers have been canceled by 
the Dickman board and the War Depart- 
ment has been authorized to offer commis. 
sions in lower grades. Apparently, some 
of the officers who have been affected by 
these cancellations have no knowledge that 
their cases were under consideration and 
have not taken the trouble to advise the 
War Department of their present address, 


Cases Open Until Dec. 31. 


I? will be necessary to leave cases like 
these and a number of other cases open 
until Dee. 31. It is possible that the 
Dickman board may hold another meeting 
to act on certain cases, although there are 
no plans for such a meeting at present. 
The board must stand ready to hold a 
meeting until Dec. 31, because there is al- 
ways a possibility that the President might 
not approve all of its recommendations. 
The law makes the President the supreme 
authority, although it is stated that both 
the President and the Secretary of War 
have refused even to make suggestions to 
the Dickman board. The President has 
told Senators and Representatives who 
have approached him that the Lxecutive 
Department was not responsible for the 
reduction in the number of officers and it 
refuses to take any responsibility for the 
elimination of the friends of Congressmen 
from the Army. The reduction is an act 
of Congress and both the President and 
the Secretary of War insist that Congress 
should assume the responsibility for any 
dissatisfaction on account of the law. 


HOLDING UP DEMOTION 
OF NON-COM. OFFICERS. 


‘THE bill (H.R. 12819-S. 4037) to stop 

demotion among non-commissioend off- 
cers would now be a law if it were not for 
the technical objections raised by Repre- 
sentative Stafford of Wisconsin. Count- 
ing Sunday, the bill would have been on 
the unanimous calendar of the House three 
days when an attempt was made to secure 
consideration on Monday, Dec. 18. Mr. 
Stafford insisted that under the rules of 
the House Sunday could not be counted, 
and as a consequence consideration of the 
bill on Monday was not in order. The 
Speaker was in doubt on the question, 
and as a consequence he did not call up 
the bill when it was reached. 

There is no doubt that the bill will pass 
before Congress adjourns. The extension 
of the time for making the demotions ef- 
fective by the War Department until after 
Congress adjourns is practically an assur- 
ance that the demotion order will not go 
into effect. The National Guard authori- 
ties, the Reserve officers and the colleges 
are becoming aroused over the prospect of 
losing non-commissioned officers who are 
now performing efficient service in various 
capacities. From these sources pressure 
is being brought on Congress which is 
proving very effective. 


War Department Postpones Demotion. 


‘THE recent prompt action of the Sen- 
ate in passing the bill S. 4037 to amend 

the grade percentages of enlisted men 4s 
prescribed in the National Defense act, 
coupled with a favorable report in the 
House, assures the Service that the injut 
tice of demoting large numbers of faith- 
ful high non-coms. of the Army will no 
be carried into effect. ‘ 

The War Department, in contemplation 
of the early enactment of this measure, 
has consequently postponed, until Marc 
31, most of the non-com. demotions previ 
ously directed to be made Dec. 31. 

The new circular on non-com. demotion 
follows: 


CIRCULAR 214, DEC. 13, 1922, W.D. 


The following circular is issued in advanc? 
of the printed issue: 

I—Demotion of Non-commissioned Officers 
and Distating of Specialists.—Pending action 
on proposed legislation increasing the number 
of non-commissioned officers in the three higt 
est grades, the date by which all excess not 
commissioned officers must be demoted under 
the provisions of Cir. 275, W.D., 1921 (Pre 
motion and reduction of non-commissioned of 
ficers and rating and disrating of specialists), 
as amended by Cirs. 44 and 113, W.D., 1922, 
is changed from Dec. 31, 1922, to March. 31, 
1923. All rated specialists in excess of 
authorized by Tables of Organization and * 
ders will be disrated not later than Dec. 
1922, as directed in Cir. 275, W.D., 1921, % 
amended. 

Special orders heretofore issued upon 
recommendati of chiefs of branches 
moting non- missioned officers, and War De 
partment letters relating to the demotion of 
non-commissioned officers are rescinded.

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Togo’s Famous Order 
Applies to U.S. Navy 


HE following quotation is from Togo’s 

order upon the dispersal of the Japa- 

nese fleet after the war with Russia. 
Parts of the order relating to Japan or of 
special application are omitted, but other- 
wise the order is quoted word for word. 
The fundamental truths here stated apply 
universally and are as applicable to the 
United States to-day as they were to Ja- 
pan after her war with Russia, or to the 
victors in any war. 

Togo’s order was written in gold above 
the desk of the Japanese Secretary of the 
Navy, Admiral Baron Kato, now Prime 
Minister of Japan, and also hung in the 
cabin of the flagship of the commander-in- 
chief of the Japanese fleet. This copy was 
gent to the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL by 
Capt. Stanford E. Moses, U.S.N.: 


The Work of Naval Men in Time of Peace. 


wT HE war is now a thing of the past, 

but this 4vill not bring any change in 
the responsibilities of naval men. In or- 
der to preserve for all time the fruits of 
war it is necessary that the navy, which 
in peace or war equally must stand as the 
country’s outer hulwark, should maintain 
its full strength on the sea and be ready 
for any emergency. Naval strength does 
not merely depend upon possessing ships 
and guns, but mainly depends upon an in- 
visible but real power—the effective power 
of the men who use the ships and guns. 
Therefore, in the navy we ought to aim at 
being strong, apart from the strength of 
the material which we handle. If we can 
deduce the future from the past, we must 
not rest at ease, even at present when war 
is concluded. The life of a naval man is 
anever-ceasing war, and whether the coun- 
try is engaged in war or not makes no dif- 
ference in his responsibilities. In war he 
may display his strength; in peace he 
should acquire it. 

“Should navy men allow themselves to 
rust in time of peace, men-of-war, however 
majestic in appearance, will be like a 
house built upon the sand. We ought to 
guard ourselves against such slackness. 

“All the facts of history, old and new, 
are dependent to a certain degree upon po- 
litical exigencies, but mainly upon the 
question whether or not military men for- 
get the time of war in time «f peace. We 
naval men must add the experience ob- 
tained in war to the training of the past, 
and exert ourselves for the further ad- 
vancement of the navy, so that we may 
not fall behind the times. Only when we 
have made strenuous efforts, and have kept 
our strength and energy up to the mark 
against the time of necessity, may we hope 
for the successful execution of our duty 
of protecting the country. 

“Heaven gives the laurels of victory in 
war only to those who keep themselves in 
training in time of peace, and win the bat- 
tle hefore it is fought. 

“Tleaven likewise takes away the crown 
of victory from those who soon grow satis- 
fied, and allow their activities to relax in 
time of peace. The ancient sage says, 
‘Tighten your helmet strings after a vic- 
tory.” ” 


REAR ADMIRAL RODMAN RELIEVED 
BY REAR ADMIRAL ANDREWS. 


EAR ADMIRAL HUGH RODMAN, 

U.S.N., who passes to the retired list 
on Jan. 6, on account of the age limit, has 
been relieved from the command of the 
Sth Naval District. Rear Admiral Philip 
Andrews, U.S.N., has been assigned to 
command the district in addition to his 
present duty as commandant of the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard. 

While Admiral Andrews will serve as 
commandant of the 5th Naval District for 
a month or two, it is regarded as only 
temporary duty. If an admiral can be se- 
cured in the near future for this duty, Ad- 
miral Andrews will be relieved. Admiral 
Andrews has expressed a desire to go to 
sea, and will be relieved of duty at both 
assignments with the next general change 
in commanders of the fleet. 

The fact that Admiral Andrews is re- 
quired to serve as commandant of both the 
naval district and the navy yard calls atten- 
tion to the fact that there is not a surplus 
of rear admirals in the Navy. Since the 
war, the number of flag officers has been 


gradually reduced from seventy-one to 
orty-six. These forty-six include Rear 
Admirals Anderson, Dyson and Mac- 
Gruder. Eventually the number of Rear 


Admirals in the Navy will be reduced to 
forty-three by the retirement of the extra 
numbers.

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Congress Speeding Up 
Army and Navy Bills 


ONGRESS will have broken all records 
in the consideration of Army and 
Navy appropriation bills when it re- 

ports out the Naval Appropriation bill be- 
fore the Christmas holidays. The Army 
bill will follow close on the heels of the 
Navy bill, when the House committee re- 
ports out the Army budget the latter part 
of the first week of January or the first 
part of the second week. The Army bill is 
scheduled to come out of the War Depart- 
ment sub-committee of the House Appro- 
priations Committee between Jan. 4 and 9. 


Naval Appropriation Bill Passed by House. 


Ww'!tH no change in the figures ($293,- 
806,588) of the Naval Appropria- 
bill (H.R. 13374) as reported to the 
House from the committee on Dec. 13, the 
measure was passed by the House on Dec. 
18. As told in this paper on Dec. 16 the 
bill makes provision for an officer person- 
nel of 6,615, an increase of 255 over the 
present number. The enlisted strength is 
continued at 86,000. 

The last paragraph of the bill, adopted 
without change requests the President “to 
enter into negotiations with the govern- 
ments of Great Britain, France, Italy and 
Japan with the view of reaching an under- 
standing or agreement relative to limiting 
the construction of all types and sizes of 
subsurface and surface craft of 10,000 
tons standard displacement or less, and 
of aircraft.” 

The special report made by Secretary 
Denby to Congress on Dec. 19 on the 
status of activities of the five powers to- 
ward lessening of naval armament and the 
scrapping of war vessels under the Naval 
Treaty appears on another page and no 
doubt will be read with interest in connec- 
tion with the above quoted paragraph of 
the Naval Appropriation bill and recent 
editorials on naval strength published in 
this paper. 


Senate to Vote on Increases. 


ENATOR POINDEXTER upon report- 
ing the Navy Appropriation bill from 
committee on Dec. 21 asked for immediate 
consideration of the measure. He expects 
to secure its passage before Congress ad- 
journs for the holidays. 

The bill as reported to the Senate car- 
ries committee recommendations increas- 
ing the appropriations $1,797,840 over the 
figures of the House. 

The following comparative 
shows the principal changes:

There is an increase in the Senate bill 
for the Naval Reserve Force, for other 
than Class 1. The increase is from $2,- 
800,000 to $3,800,000 ; in all, from $2,994,- 
000 to $3,994,000. 

In making provision for naval war rec- 
ords the Senate committee inserted the 
following amendment:

its hearings on the Army bill two days 
earlier. The Senate committee gave only 
two days to the hearing on the Naval 
bill. During those two days it heard 
Secretary Denby, Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt, Admiral Coontz, Chief of Naval 
Operations; Admiral Washington, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation; Rear Admiral 
MeVay, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance ; 
Rear Admiral Gregory, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks; Rear Admiral 
Potter, Chief of the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts; Rear Admiral Beuret, Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair 
and Rear Admiral Latimer, Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Navy. 

Representatives of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, and of the Marine Corps were 
not called. It was the shortest hearing 
that has ever been given the Navy Depart- 
ment on the naval appropriations, and 
fifteen minutes after the close of the hear- 
ing the Senate Appropriations Committee 
took up the bill. 


Anti-Navy Efforts Fail. 


LF? by Representatives Hull and Towner 

of Iowa, the anti-Navy forces in the 
House attempted to secure a reduction of 
10,000 in the enlisted personnel of the 
Navy. It was a surprise attack made late 
Saturday afternoon when it was assumed 
that a great many of the Navy supporters 
from New York, New Jersey and New 
England had gone home on a week-end 
trip. No threats had been made that this 
effort would be made, as Representative 
Kelley, who led the fight for the reduction 
last session, had announced that he re- 
garded the vote on last year’s bill as fixing 
the policy of the Government towards the 
Navy. When this surprise attack was 
made Mr. Kelley supported the Navy, and 
the effort to reduce it was defeated by a 
vote of 81 to 25.

BAD FAITH OF CONGRESS SHOWN 
TO WARRANT OFFICERS, U.S.M.P. 
HERE was never a clearer case of bad 
faith on the part of Congress than the 
treatment of the warrant officers of the 
mine planters in the provision of the 
Army Appropriation act directing the re- 
duction in the strength of the Army. If 
the warrant officers who were discharged 
had been employees of a private concern 
they could go into court and collect dam- 
ages. In the act creating the Army Mine 
Planter Service it is provided: 

“That warrant officers shall have such 
allowances as the Secretary of War may 
prescribe, and shall be retired, and shal) 
receive longevity pay, as now provided by 
law for officers of the Army.” 

This is as clear title to the right of re- 
tirement as could be written in the Eng- 
lish language. The type of men who were 
secured for the Service coul@ not have 
been obtained unless this had been written 
into the law by Congress. Many of them 
who transferred from the other branches 
of the Army had twenty years towards re- 
tirement. Yet the Appropriation act pro- 
vided for reduction in the number of war- 
rant officers in the Mine Planter Service 
by peremptory discharges. 


REPORT OF CHIEF OF BUREAU 
OF ORDNANCE, U.S.N., 1922. 


REAR ADMIRAL CHARLES B. Mc- 

VAY, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, in his annual report for the fis- 
cal year of 1922 tells of the various aciivi- 
ties of the bureau. The following are ex- 
tracts from the report: 


Mines and Depth Charges. 


DURING the year the bureau has cun- 
centrated on improving and maintzin- 
ing in good condition the mine material 
already on hand. New firing devices have 
been manufactured for a large proportion 
of the mines with material increase in ef- 
fectiveness resulting. New manufacture 
has been carried out on a small scale, but 
recognizing that funds are extremely lim- 
ited, special attention has been given ex- 
perimental development work. New mod- 
els are progressing and will be deveioped 
to a point where manufacture in quantity 
could be undertaken on short notice. 
Depth-charge experiments have been 
carried out in connection with new devel- 
opment and, in addition, to determine the 
efficiency of the old material. Where de- 
fects have been discovered remedies have 
been applied. 


Fire Control. 


THE activities of the fire control section 

have proceeded along developments in- 
cident to lessons learned from the experi- 
ences of the World War. These experi- 
ences have been supplemented by post-war 
experiments and developments of sc.ence 
as applicable to the control of gun and 
torpedo fire. The optical division of the 
fire control section has been actively en- 
gaged in the design and deveidpment of 
new types of optical instruments, some of 
which are distinct departures from exist- 
ing designs. In general, tae results have 
been satisfactory. Every cffort has been 
made to improve the instruments ir ser- 
vice as rapidly as the limitxd finds avail- 
able will permit. 


Aviation Ordnance. 


ONSIDERABLE study has been given 

to the question of a power-operated 
bomb release, and several sample devices 
using a lock primer have been made and 
tested with only partially satisfaecery re- 
sults. The design of an electrically oper- 
ated release is now neariag compiction. 
A new type of bomb gear to Uandle the 
miniature sub-caliber bombs has been ¢de- 
signed. 


Experimental Projects. 


[NVESTIGATIONS have been conducted 
in new high explosives, in propellant 
powders, both for guns and for torpedo 
tubes, in various types of projectiles, in 
new types of guns, in fuses, both time and 
impact types; in torpedo firing devices, 
and in aero bombs. 

Examination and report has been made 
on numerous inventions relating to guns, 
mines, fuses, and other ordnance 
material submitted to the bureau ; but few 
of these have been found to be of new de- 
sign or adaptable to service use or not 
containing ideas already covered by patent. 


However, encouragement has been given to 
their presentation for research and experi- 
ment. The meetings of the com- 


ordnance 
mittee of the Army technical staff have 
been regularly attended, and by this asso- 
ciation touch has heen -kept with the prog- 
ress and work of Army ordnance. 


Notes of Interest 
in the Various Arms 


FORTY-ONE flying cadets were grad».

the various Air Service mechanical trades, 
to Kelly Field and Brooks Field for as. 
signment to permanent organizations. 

Thirty enlisted men will be sent vig 
plane from Chanute Field to Aberdeg 
Proving Grounds as soon as the plane 
are made ready for the trip. They wil 
use the large Martin bombers. 

Due to vacancies in the Air Service, it 
is understood that approximately ten or 
more men will be promoted to the grad 
of staff sergeant. War Department order 
are expected to be out soon. 





HE Army Signal Corps will shortly up- 

dertake experiments in laying field c- 
bles from caterpillar tractors across rough 
country. This is intended to take the 
place of animal-drawn or hand-drawn carts 
where the country is too difficult for them 
to operate in.

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Attracting Recruits 
to National Guard 


“ HAT inducement is there for me 

to serve in the National Guard?” 
is a question frequently propounded by 
young men asked to join a National Guard 
organization. This question was also re- 
cently propounded by an_ ex-National 
Guardsman who received National Guard 
training in the Coast Artillery branch 
prior to the World War, and who during 
that war saw service as an enlisted man 
and later as an officer in one of the Na- 
tional Army regiments. 

Officers of the Regular Army in charge 
of the National Guard training, as well 
as a large group of National Guardsmen 
themselves, are alive to the necessity of 
maintaining and increasing the attractive- 
ness of the present National Guard ser- 
vice, and in numerous cases have met with 
great success. ‘There are, however, many 
organizations that find it extremely diffi- 
cult to get results. 


A Disgruntled Man. 


HE following extract is taken from a 
recent letter written to the editor of 
the Military Engineer, the national organ 
for the Society of American Military Engi- 
neers : 
Now why does a man join the National Guard? 
I joined with the object of obtaining military 
training so that in time of an emergency I 
would have a foundation to build on, so that I 
would not be absolutely untrained. While I 
selected the Coast Artillery Corps, I thought 
that the training, particularly the handling 
of men, would valuabie regardiess of the 
branch I would ultimately be placed in. To 
accomplish this requires an expenditure of both 
time and hard work. A young man, trying 
to make a start in life, has none of either to 
throw away foolishly. When a man serves in 
the National Guard, does he accomplish anything 
worth while, or does he waste his time “tin- 
soldiering’? From my experience I can truth- 
fully say that for the time and effort I had very 
little to show for my work, and my country had 
little either for the expense of my alleged train- 
ing. My ability as a secondrclass gunner was 
due less to the time I spent around a gun 
than it was to my handiness about machinery 
developed in my every-day work in the shops 
and engine room, and my later advancement 
through the grade of first-class gunner to the 
rating of first-class observer was actually the 
result of my surveying courses in my college 
engineering course. In other words, my real 
training as a National Guardsman was obtained 
outside the organization entirely. Consequently, 
drew the natural conclusion that I was not 
accomplishing the object for which I had joined 
the National Guard. I learned from experi- 
ence that the American people had ample justifi- 
cation for their opinion that the National Guard 
was not to be considered seriously as a de- 
pendable military organization. 


Attracting Recruits. 


HE responsible authorities are not 

likely to be discouraged by criticism 
of the character noted above, but it is 
the part of common sense to listen to 
complaints even where they are inspired 
by egotism or self-interest. No one can 
claim that pure patriotism alone causes 
men to enroll for peace-time service in 
the National Guard. The motives behind 
such action are as mixed as a nut sundae. 
A desire to profit by the armory club 
house facilities, a liking for the social af- 
fairs conducted by the organization, a 
fancy for the prestige attached to such 
membership, an ambition to command men, 
the fascination of the profession of arms, 
and finally (a very potent point) a desire 
to ret the pay—these are the motives 
which, mixed with patriotism, draw men 
into the National Guard service. They 
are human motives and there is nothing in 
them derogatory to the men concerned. 

The better the armory, the better the 
chance for recruiting, provided the unit 
has live and capable officers. There are 
armories in some states totaly unfit for 
military occupation and unattractive to 
young men. On the other hand, there 
are numerous armories containing all the 
eppurtenances of a first class club house. 
There is ample opportunity for a man to 
gain the most valuable knowledge of mili- 
tary duties in all branches of the Service, 
if the man is studious and attentive, and 
is fortunate to be under efficient officers in 
a live organization. If the man is not 
ambitious and enterprising he, of course, 
will see no benefit in a military organiza- 
tion or any other. 

The man whose complaint ig quoted 
above wale net ny 8 in an efficient 
organization, where thorou, rogressive 
drills and schools of ove om co occupy 
the armory drill season and outdoor in- 
struction in camp or coast fortification is 
held in the summer.

NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS 
WITNESS ARMY ACTIVITIES. 


URING the recent convention of the 

adjutants general of the National 
Guard in the 9th Corps Area at San Fran- 
cisco, a demonstration of unusual interest 
was put on by the 63d Artillery Battalior 
(A.A.), U.S.A. The visiting Guardsmen 
were taken to Fort Funston, where the 
battalion, under Maj. Leigh F. J. Zerbee, 
was encamped for field instruction. The 
camp site was first visited and the use of 
the trailer kitchen was demonstrated. The 
guests were then taken for an inspection 
of the searchlight equipment of Battery 
A and saw the lights in operation and also 
a truck and light in position camouflaged 
from airplane observation. 

A number of very interesting problems 
were worked out by the battalion while in 
camp at Fort Funston and the organiza- 
tion was complimented by the Coast Artil- 
lery district commander, Col. Ira A. 
Haynes, C.A.C., U.S.A. 


NEW DEVICE FOR CAVALRY 
HARNESS IN STABLES. 


Crt. G. A. GREAVES, Field Art., U. 
S.A., instructor on duty with the Vir- 
ginia National Guard, in a recent report 
tells of a new device placed in the stables 
of Battery B, 111th Field Artillery, of the 
Virginia National Guard, which has proved 
very valuable. ‘The captain says in part: 
“A very noticeable improvement in the 
internal arrangément of the stables of 
Battery B has recently been installed. 
Hitherto the harness was kept in a har- 
ness room, and each time a driver har- 
nessed and unharnessed his pair he was 
compelled to earry the harness some dis- 
tance, with the consequent dragging of 
straps and the entangling of certain parts. 
The battery commander, Capt. William 
H. Sands of Norfolk, Va., had for some 
time looked with disfavor upon this sys- 
tem, but the space for harness pegs, or 
heel posts, was too limited to permit of 
these being placed near the stalls. Ac- 
cordingly heel posts were so constructed 
that by means of a rope, a double block 
and a single block the harness could be 
elevated so as to clear the way for pass- 
ing horses. 

“The drivers stand to heel. A command is 
given and the rope is released, causing the 
harness to descend from the ceiling slowly 
to a convenient height. ‘The driver pro- 
ceeds to harness his pair in the stall, which 
is well lighted by large reflectors in the 
ceiling, and as soon as the harness is re- 
moved from the heel post he pulls the rope, 
causing the heel post to ascend, thus clear- 
ing the passway so that horses may pass 
freely without danger of striking the heel 
posts. 

“The harness is protected from dust by 
the usual harness cover. By the use of 
this arrangement the greatest evil of har- 
nessing with the harness room system is 
done away with, namely, of mixing the 
harness and putting the wrong harness on 
a horse, thus making necessary an addi- 
tional adjustment of straps. It is be- 
lieved that this device will prove a great 
help to battery commanders whose stable 
space is limited, and it is strongly recom- 
mended.” 





REVISION OF NATIONAL 
GUARD REGULATIONS. 


‘THE following change in Paragraph 957, 

National Guard Regulations, 1922, is 
announced by the Militia Bureau of the 
War Department: 

957. It will not be the policy of the 
War Department to make original allot- 
ments for supplies for animals or for help- 
ers, or to continue such allotments for sup- 
plies for animals or for helpers, or to con- 
tinue such allotments as have already been 
made in cases where the organizations con- 
cerned do not receive reasonable state sup- 
port, where adequate indoor or outdoor 
facilities for mounted instruction do not 
exist, when the condition of animals is 
shown to be unsatisfactory, or where or- 
ganizations fail to utilize adequately their 
a art training.

Field Artillery Materiel _ 


for National Guard 


M42: GEN. G. C. RICKARDS, Chief 

of the Militia Bureau of the War De. 
partment, under date of Dec. 4, in Circular 
Letter 105, says: 


Issue of Materiel. 


ad is the pol‘cy of the Militia Bureay 

to issue to National Guard Field 
Artillery units the same amount of matérie] 
that is issued to a like unit of the Regular 
Army at peace strength. This, in the cage 
of lettered batteries, means four guns, or 
four howitzers, and a real car, and, except 
for the 155-mm. guns, a certain number of 
caissons. Briefly, the reasons for this 
policy are as follows: In a national emer. 
gency the National Guard is considered 
first line troops, and the chances of equip- 
ping it during the initial stages of an 
emergency are very slight, hence it should 
be equipped at all times to go into action; 
there are the same number of guns or 
howitzers for both war and peace strength, 
extra caissons or ammunition trucks being 
the only difference between war and peace 
strength matériel.” 

The general gives a list of the matériel 
which it is believed should be at the station 
of each Field Artillery unit, and then goes 
on to say: 


Shortage of Materiel. 


‘/THE Militia Bureau has no objections 

to having the rest of the matériel of 
the units stored at some central location 
in the state provided the storage facilities 
are suitable and it is well cared for. Also 
where several units are grouped in one 
armory and drill on different nights there 
is no objection to having all the matériel 
of certain units stored at the central lo- 
cation provided there is for the training of 
each unit on its drill night the equipment 
listed above. 

“The Militia Bureau will not recognize 
Field Artillery units whose armory facili- 
ties are not adequate for the care and 
storage of this minimum amount of ma- 
tériel or where the armory is so constructed 
that this matériel cannot be used for the 
training of the personnel. In addition, 
there should be stable facilities at the sta- 
thon of each horsed unit for thirty-two 
animals. Because no more animals can be 
issued during the present fiscal year, due 
to lack of sufficient appropriations, this last 
provision will not be insisted upon provided 
the state authorities will agree to provide 
the necessary stable accommodations when 
horses become available for issue. In North- 
ern climates, wkere the winters are long 
and cold, an indoor riding hall is essential 
for the proper training of the horsed units; 
this is strongly urged but not required.”

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War Dept. Civilian Aides 
for Military Training 


HE semi-annual meeting of the gov- 
erning committee of the Military 
Training Camps Association was held 
in Chicago Dec. 16 in the University Club. 
The following letter addressed to Mr. 
Charles B. Pike, chairman of the Mili- 
ary Training Camps Association, Chi- 
cago, by the Secretary of War, showing his 
appreciation of the efforts and offers of the 
M.T.C.A. to co-operate with the War De- 
partment in the furthering of the military 
training of civilians in annual camps, was 
read to the full committee: 


Dear Sir: 

I am pleased to inform you that I 
accept in principle the patriotic offer of 
the Military Training Camps Association 
submitted to me by you on Oct. 10, 
1922, and I hereby extend to the Mili- 
tary Training Camps Association formal 
recognition as a co-operating agency in 
fostering the voluntary military training 
of citizens. 

To promote co-operation between the 
Military Training Camps Association and 
the agencies of the War Department, I 
authorize the appointment of civilian 
aides to the Secretary of War, these aides 
to comprise a chief civilian aide and an 
aide for each corps area, each state and 
for the District of Columbia. The chief 
civilian aide will be appointed directly 
by the Secretary of War on nomination 
by the Military Training Camps Asso- 
ciation; other civilian aides on nomina- 
tion by the Military Training Camps As- 
sociation and with approval of corps area 
commanders concerned, The foregoing 
civilian aides will be appointed for a 
period of four years, subject to renom- 
ination and reappointment at the close of 
period. The Secretary of War reserves 
the right to accept resignations and with- 
draw appointments whenever, after con- 
ferring with the chief civilian aide, it 
appears that the aide in question no 
longer fulfils the requirements of the 
position for which he was appointed. 

The Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion is further authorized to create a 
system of county and local chairmen— 
thus completing in detail a nation-wide 
organization for ©.M.T.C. recruiting in 
the time of peace and for such wider 
function as might be requested by the 
War Department. 

The manner in which the Military 
Training Camps Association and its civ- 
ilian aides and other representatives shall 
co-operate with the War Department, shall 
be a matter of local adjustment to be de- 
termined by the several corps area com- 
manders on the basis of the local condi- 
tions existing in such corps area. 

The corps area commander is authorized 
to deal directly with other civilian agen- 
cies when, in his judgment, after consul- 
tation with the civilian aide, it seems 
desirable to do so. 

The corps area commander is further 
authorized, in his discretion, to furnish, 
office space, clerical assistance, stationery, 
printing, and advertising matter to assist 
the Military Training Camps Association 
with their part of the work. Such ex- 
penditures must be made by War De- 
partment representatives on the usual 
War Department vouchers and shall com- 
prise such proportion of the total moneys 
allotted to the corps area for recruiting 
purposes as the corps area commander 
may decide local conditions warrant. 

Corps area commanders are authorized 
to issue to civilian aides such official sta- 
tionery and penalty envelopes, bearing 
the frank of the War Department, as may 
be required to carry on official correspond- 
ence directly pertaining to War Depart- 
ment work. Civilian aides should be 
warned that the use of such official sta- 
tionery and penalty envelopes is author- 
ized only when acting as agents of the 
War Department on exclusively Govern- 
ment business. 

It is to be understood that no ex- 
pense is to be incurred by the United 
States for salaries or travel of civilian 
aides nor for any other purposes than 
specified in the preceding paragraphs. 

I am highly appreciative of the patri- 
otic motives, which have led the Military 
Training Camps Association to make the 
valued offer, which has been accepted 
above, and look forward with pleasur- 
able anticipation to the results to be 
achieved by this plan of co-operation.

New Board to Revise 
Reserve Regulations 


S forecast in these columns, the See- 
A retary of War has appointed a board 

of officers to revise the Reserve Corps 
Regulations. The board will consist of 
five Regular and five Reserve officers and 
will meet in January. The officers are: 
Regular Army—Col. W. R. Smedberg, jr., 
G.S. G-1; Col. L. B. Kromer, G.S. G-3; 
Maj. Clark Lynn, G.S. G-1; Maj. C. B. 
Hodges, G.S. G-3; Maj. J. L. Benedict, 
G.S. G-1. Reserve Corps—Col. Harry P. 
Ward, Inf., 5th Corps Area; Col. Ralph 
IX. Cammerou, Engr., 7th Corps Area; 
Lieut. Col. G. G. Reiniger, G.S. G-1, 4th 
Corps Area; Maj. John Perkins, C.A.C., 
8th Corps Area; Capt. John D. Seymour, 
Engr., 6th Corps Area. 

The board will sit at a critical period 
in the development of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps. In two years, a large proportion 
of the commissions of Reserve officers will 
expire under the limitation of the law. To 
retain these, it is realized in the War De- 
partment that a definite policy and pro- 
gram for the corps must be adopted. The 
corps has passed through its experimental 
stage, and the time has arrived to establish 
a permanent policy upon which the 
strength of this component of the Army 
of the United States will depend. ‘There 
will always be an Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
The lesson of the war in respect to offi- 
cers for a great force in the field hag 
been so indelibly burned into the minds 
of the people that it is doubtful whether 
even the pacifists will propose the abolish- 
ment of a Reserve Corps of cfiicers. 

tven a list of men with military ser- 
vice which might qualify them for offi- 
cers, on file in the War Department, 
would be of great value in the event of 
war. The War Department did not have 
this when war was declared in any of our 
previous emergencies. It was only through 
the assistance of the Military Training 
Camps Association that officers were re- 
cruited for the World War. The War 
Department was forced to depend largely 
upon the Military Training Camps As- 
sociation to secure temporary officers who 
were not serving in the National Guard. 

Under the National Defense act, it is 
proposed to go further than merely kee 
a list of men who would be eligible for offi- 
cers in. the event of placing the nation’s 
man-power in the field. It is for this 
board to decide how far the Government 
can go in making its demand upon the 
members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 


The Summer Training. 


HEN the course wag prepared at Fort 

Leavenworth for last summer's fif- 
teen-day school for Reserve officers, Regu- 
lar officers who were really interested in 
the development of the Reserve officers 
feared that it was too extensive. The 
period of instruciion was short and the 
authors of the course crowded a great deal 
of work irto two weeks. But as a whole 
the Reserve officers rose to the occasion 
and took hold of the course with enthusi- 
asm that was gratifying to the instructors. 
The resolutions that were passed at the 
close of the schools indicated that the stu- 
dents were hungry for work and that no 
mistake was made in preparing the course 
of instruction. 

This is an important development in the 
Reserve Officers’ Corps early existence 
which will doubtless be taken under con- 
sideration by the board. It is an indica- 
tion that its members expect to give their 
time to personal preparedness, and that 
they take their duties of a Reserve officer 
seriously. The recommendation of this 
board as to what provisions should be 
made for the Reserve Corps ought to have 
weight with Congress. 


Problem of Promotion. 


OF course, the problem of promotion in 

the Reserve Corps will be before the 
board. Promotion is always vital to any 
military organization. While the veterans 
of the World War are of a military age, 
the question of an adequate and just sys- 
tem of promotion ig not such a difficult 
problem to solve. As the time approaches 
when the Reserve Corps will consist 
largely or entirely of officers who come - 
into it from the colleges and Citizens’ 
Training Camps, the question of estab- 
lishing a standard for promotion in the 
organization becomes one that will be 
difficult to solve. It is expected that the 
board will look into the future in making 
its recommendations on promotion in a 
manner that will shape the course of the 
Reserve Corps. 


Dual Commissions. 


‘THERE will also be the question of dual 

commissions in the Reserve Corps and 
National Guard before the board. The 
National Guard Association at its New 
Orleans meeting recommended the com- 
missioning of citizen officers in the Army 
of the United States. It is understood 
that the board will take this matter under 
consideration as well ag other questi 
bearing on the relations between the Na- 
tine! Guard and the Officers’ Reserve 
Yorps. 

Studies are being made by the General 
Staff on these questions, and they will 
submitted to the board. The date of 
meeting has not been fixed, but it will be

NATIONAL GUARD AND RESERVE OFFI- 
CERS AS JUNIOR AIRSHIP PILOTS. 


Cir. 105, Dec. 7, 1922, Chief of Air Service. 

This circular announces that in order to 
provide flying rating for Air Service officers 
of the National Guard and Organized Reserve, 
who are unable to undertake and complete the 
prescribed course of instruction entitling them 
to receive the rating of airship pilot, the War 
Department has approved a special rating for 
such officers to be known as ‘‘Junior Airship 
Pilot.’’ 

The rating of junior airship pilot will be 
conferred only upon Air Reserve officers of 
the National Guard in Federal service, who 
were commissioned as such on or before July 
1, 1922, and officers of the Air Service Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps on inactive status. Air 
Service officers of the National Guard, com- 
missioned subsequent to July 1, 1922, are not 
eligible for this rating. All officers holding 
the rating of junior airship pilot will, when 
called into Federal service for field duty, in 


the case of National Guard officers, or when 
ordered to active duty in the event of any 
possible future emergency or any extended 


length of time beyond the annual fifteen-day 
training period, in the case of officers holding 
a commistion in the Reserves, be required to 
qualify for the rating of airship pilot, by un- 
dertaking and successfully completing the pre- 
scribed course of training before being as- 
signed to a tactical unit.

ARMY AND NAVY FORCES IN PARADES 
AND EXERCISES. 


The Adjutant General of the Army in a letter 
dated Dec. 5, 1922, to various corps area coin- 
manders says: 

“1, In view of the fact that it frequently 
happens that contingents from both Army and 
Navy are requested for participation in parades 
and other demonstrations under civilian direc- 
tion and control, and that such requests gen- 
erally are presented independently to officials 
of the two Services, it is deemed desirable 
to establish a uniform policy for both as far 
as it is practicable to do so. 

“2. The policy of the War Department has 
‘been ‘and will continue to be to limit the Army 
participation to events which are clearly non- 
partisan and non-political in mnasure, which 
include elements of patriotism, national or local, 
and which are of such a general character as 
to receive the support of the entire community 
in which held. 

“8. Provided the above conditions are ful- 
filled, the commanding general of the corps area 
or department in which the request originates 
will comply with it, provided the troops are 
availab'e at the time desired and provided neces- 
sary funds, public or private, are at hand to 
cover the extra cost involved. He will ascertain 
whether the Navy has been requested or in- 
vited to take part in the same demonstration, 
and if it has been then a conference will be had 
with the appropriate official or representative of 
the Navy in order that a uniform policy of 
local action by the two Services may be estab- 
lished as far as practicable.”

ARMY G.C.M. CASES. 


Capt. George R. Thompson, Q.M. Corps, 
U.S.A., was tried by G.C.M. at Governors Is- 
land, N.Y., on the following charges: 

Violation of 59th, 83d, 84th and 96th Ar- 
ticles of War. The charges involved a number 
of alleged financial irregularities. He was 
found guilty of violating the 96th Article of 
War, but not guilty of the other charges. The 
court sentenced 

Captain Thompson to be dismissed the Ser- 
vice, and to be confined at hard labor for five 
years. 

In reviewing the proceedings, Maj. Gen. H. 
C. Hale, commanding the 2d Corps Area, on 
account of the accused’s record of valor dur- 
ing the World War, reduced the period of 
confinement to three years. 

President Harding in considering the record 
of the trial, and the opinion of the Board of 
Review, stated that the evidence did not sat- 
isfy him that the accused was guilty, and 
disapproved the findings of guilty, and the sen- 
tences. Captain Thompson on Oct. 31 was or- 
dered to be released from arrest and restored 
to duty. (G.C.M.O. 49, Nov. 3, 1922, W.D.)

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 
S. 4185, Mr. Walsh of Massachusetts.—That 


appropriations for the Naval Service, approved 
June 4, 1920, as amended, is hereby amended 
to read: “That all officers of the Naval Reserve 
Force and temporary officers of the Navy who 
prior to July 1, 1922, incurred physical dis- 
ability in line of duty shall be eligible for re- 
tirement under the same conditions as now pro- 
vided by law for officers of the Regular Navy 
who have incurred physical disability in line of 
duty. Application for such retirement shall be 
fled with the Secretary of the Navy not later 
than April 1, 1922.” 

H.J. Res. 414, Mr. Begg.—Authorizing a 
special committee to consider the readjustment 
of the laws providing for the retirement and 
retainer pay of the commissioned and enlisted 
Personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, 
Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service. 

H.R. 13405, Mr. Brennan.—To make pro- 
vision for and grant relief to vocational trainees 
who suffer an additional injury while pursuing 
vocational training.

tion be recommissioned in the grade held by 
him at the date of his elimination, and shall 
be immediately placed on the retired list with 
the percentage of the pay of his grade, multi- 
Plied by the whole number of his years of 
service at date of elimination, as is now pro- 
vided for all other commissioned officers elimi- 
nated under the act hereinbefore mentioned. 


H.R. 13350, Mr. Britten ——That any retired 
Officer of the Army below the grade of colonel

Domestic affairs are maintaining the even 
tenor of their way. This particular season of 
the year is marked by certain changes, one 
of the most noticeable being an increase in 
bank clearings as the result of a greater retail 
turnover in goods. Ordinarily this is not suf- 
ficient to cause any credit strain and it is not 
probable that the present season will be an ex- 
ception. Added to this stimulated demand there 
has been a considerable amount of Government 
activity in connection with the redemption of 
the Victory 4%s and the preparation to meet 
interest payment on Government obligations. 
Insofar as Victory notes redemption goes, how- 
ever, the response on the part of holders has 
been meager. 


German Loan or Reparation Cancellation. 


Foreign Exchange rates have maintained their 
strength, francs following in the footsteps of 
sterling, but at a slower pace. Even the Ger- 
man mark is showing some sign of life. The 
latter, of course, has beer. due to speculative 
buying, possibly to a large extent by those who 
were unfortunate enough to make purchases at 
higher prices, on the strength of a prospective 
loan by the United States. 

It appears that either a world loan to Ger- 
many or reparation cancellation is the only solu- 
tion of the economic crisis in that country. The 
loan project, however, is far from consumma- 
tion. The tentative provisions will, no doubt, 
be the basis of some hesitancy on the part 
of France before consent is given to abandon 
all idea of occupation in the Ruhr Valley. 

It cannot be questioned, though, that im- 
portant events in the international political and 
economic situation are pending, Mr. Bonar 
Law's comments on Great Britain's economic 
condition were not conducive to optimism, but 
the action of the _— sterling in foreign 
markets does not indicate his viewpoint is gen- 
erally accepted. 


Reasons for Rise in Sterling. 


There have been many and varied explana- 
tions of the rise in sterling during the forepart 
of December. Great Britain has made two pay- 
ments of $50,000,000 each in liquidation of her 
debt to America, the last being on Nov. 11. 

Ordinarily, it might be expected that the 
offering of $100,000,000 of British credit in the 
New York market would result in a depression 
in sterling. This would be true if the credit 
were established by selling bills, but in this 
particular instance gold was deposited and bills 
which had previously been contracted were 
liquidated. 

Another way of looking at the matter would 
be from the standpoint of commodity prices and 
the respective buying power of the pound ster- 
ling of the American dollar. The greater the

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(RECTING FIRE OF WARSHIPS 
FROM A NEW TYPE OF PLANE. 
0 direct the fire of battleships from 
the air a new type of plane designed 
nder U.S. Navy specifications has been 
ndergoing test by a trial board recently 
.nd according to opinions of experts in 
the Bureau of Aeronautics of the Navy 
Pepartment it gives every promise of suc- 


8S. 
The new plane will be in effect a battle- 
ship mast 10,000 feet high, in that it will 
mable the observer to witness the effect 
of big gun fire from this altitude and com- 
nunicate his observations by radio to the 
fring ship. The plane is known in offi- 
‘ial parlance as the MO-1. It is a three- 
eater monoplane with an all-metal frame 
construction of aluminum alloy and is de- 
signed for spotting and for short distance 
reconnaissance work. 

The MO, Martin Observation, has been 
pecially designed to become an integral 
part of the fire control organization of the 
ynodern battleship and as such will have 
an important bearing on the accuracy of 
paval gunnery. The new plane was built 
at Cleveland by the Glenn L. Martin Co., 
builders of the widely known Martin 
Bomber, and official tests have been under 
way at the builder’s plant. 

To suit the varied conditions under 
which a naval plane must operate, the 
MO is designed for interchangeable land- 
ing gear, Which will make it adaptable for 
janding and taking off from the deck of 
an airplane carrier or, in place of wheels 
for landing and taking off, pontoons may 
be substituted, which will permit of land- 
ing and taking off from the water. The 
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plane is also designed to be quickly assem- 
bled and knocked down for stowage in a 
small space, a feature that will make it 
particularly suited to conditions on ship- 
board. 

The all-metal feature of construction 
insures greater life and durability and is 
a measure of economy in the repair and 
upkeep of the aircraft squadrons. This, 
with its attending advantages, is a direct 
ssult of investigation and research con- 
ducted by the Bureau of Aeronautics in 
the use of duralumin for aircraft build- 
ing and establishes a practice which will 
be of incalculable benefit to the aircraft 
industry in this country. 

Spotting of gunfire from the air marks 
anew epoch in modern gunnery. Hereto- 
fore and from time immemorial the fall of 
shots on an enemy target was observed 
frm the masthead of the ships and the 
accuracy of fire was communicated to the 
gunners by the observers. With the adapta- 
ion of aircraft to spotting, the observer 
now hovers over the line of fire and the 
panorama of the naval battle is spread 
out below him. JEstimates of distances 
an be made with the greatest accuracy. 
The information thus obtained is quickly 
and accurately communicated to the fir- 
ing ships by radio installation in the plane, 
and developments in this line, which have 
kept pace with aviation, enable a well- 
nigh perfect communication system to be 
maintained.

Answer: Your question was submitted to 


the Bureau of Pensions, but we were informed 
that they could not answer hypothetical ques- 
tions. However, for your information, it may 
be said that the only existing laws granting 
pension based on an application hereafter to 
be filed, to the widow of a veteran of the War 
with Spain, are tae act of Sept. 1, 1922, and 
Sections 4702 and 4703, Revised Statutes of 
the United States, commonly known as the 
General Law. Under the General Law the 
widow of a soldier of the War with Spain may 
be entitled to pension regardless of the length 
of his service or the date of her marriage to 
him, but it is necessary to prove that he died 
of a disability incurred during his military 
service and in line of duty. 

CONSTANT READER asks: May I count 
double towards retirement time served in Vera 
Cruz, Mexico, in U.S.M.C. in the year of 1914, 
said service or enlistment commencing in 1910! 

Answer: Yes.
